"The number of revolutionists," sajd 
Bfr. tlart, "is small, there not having 
bMB over 190 in tbe field at any time, 
but tbejr Imt^ fOttfhl flerooly and gor- 
anunent troops have so far suiferra to 
the number of 600 Boldiers and 80 of- 
ficers, while W of the revolutionists and 
04 of their women and children have so 
far met death at the hands of the soldiers. 
The general isnpreesion that the revolu- 
tlcm is a oontinuation of the bord«r 
tRmbU alone (bA Bio Gnuide, whid} 
were led by Garza, Is incorrect. 

"The beglnninj: of the preeentontbreak 
took place about two years ago in the 
central part of the atate. At the little 
Tillage of Tomochio. in the fall of 1801, 
tbi Tlllflgeka, who were aU CatfaoUoa^ da- 
«ad to celebrate a certain Saint's dav by 
majtoa tb» isuup of their Saint from 
•mb dran» to ne moolitBtoa nearby, 
Hiwre a dayol religions ftetMt7 
be spent.' Tbey knew that snoh an act 
was a vlolatioa of the laws of Mezioo, 
aad Biat br paving a fine pennits for 
radi a oslebnmon could be aecared. 
Thajr went to the town •athocitilea, called 
the prosidente, who nteaed flie pemit. 

"A meeting of tha villagen waa held, 
^» prendente waaiannned that the oel* 
Anpqil woold be held despite his re- 
hmi, and tha fesUvltlea todc place. The 
Biamaate became alarmed and notifiml 
nie entdofllar of the montblj bnlliun 
train, then en ronte from the mining 
camps, ^at the men of TomooMo had re- 
volted and were likely to rob the train. 
Oflicialfl of the dty of Quorrero, with an 
escort of soldier]^ immwliately set out 
for Tomochic. The villagers heard of 
the approach of the government forces 
and the men left for the mountains, leav- 
iag the women and children at home. 
The latter barre<J the d(X)rs of thoir adoTw 
houses, but the soldiers tired through the 
walla, killing two pmall children and un 
old man. And the judge of letters, who 
waa with the party, was charged with 
oatraging a maiden. 

"After a f»jw days In the village the 
forces retume^d to riucrroro anil the To- 
mochica oamo back froin the monntaius. 
Tbey burled their dend v-ith oatlw of 
Tffigeaaoe and thus b( Kan the revolu- 
((OK. Whai money they had was iTi- 
vested in Winchesters and ammunition 
and for monttis thev quietly awaited re- 
venge. Pn sident Diaz, after a time, de- 
clared them rebels and bont troojw on im 
errand of extermination. At the tii-st 
•ncouiiter thei"e wore Imt 88 Tomochicaiis 
In the field vnd the fe<leral troops num- 
bered over 100. In the encounter which 
tollowed 8«)ldiers and four officent 
war« kilUd, while theTfllagek* eioaped 
withpata wonnil. 

"'mebon S< pi . -i, of last year, Qon- 
•ral MUBgel, with tiOO soldiers, appeared 
before the little village. In the engage- 
meot 100 men and oioe officers fell in the 
federal ranks and but one Tomichican 
waa wounded. Hostilities ceased for a 
tbne, bat in ^Tovember of last year Qen- 
eral Hemandea, who is still fighting 
with the remnants of Tomochicans, aided 
hj Gkneral Corres and his Pima Indians 
pi Sonora, the former commanding over 
1,000 men and two Gatling guns, suc- 
ceeded in an engagement of 10 days and 
nlMits in nearly exterminating the revo- 
R£onists. 

"The latter had reinforced themselves 
to the number of 108, and but 12 or 14 
aaoaped on tlie eighth night of the fight. 
The others ware killed, but not until 
they had almost annihilated one regi- 
(bap^t of the Mexicao infantry and 
ttnrwn w bodiea of Ihe aobUen so thick- 
ly on <M lieond Oat no effon was mada 
to bury them. On the 10th day the vio- 
toflou aaldiam antarad tha village and 
^^wnmnAaA the wtaMB aod children 
who had loakad ti)«inMlTia to a ohoroh, 
to aanetadv. tjpin Wolr iMoaal tha 
walla ware tomblea in npon their haada 
aadMdaftaaaleai TiUagera died in the 
ndna. It was a maaaaora in every lenae, 
bloody, brutal and onpardonable. 

"News o2 the various engagements hsa 
ba«i aap M awsd by the Mexican govern- 
ment ana itoriM of- the battles emphati- 
cally denied. The aap pr s saion of news 
has. I think, ism by offidala of 

raUroadsin thai IfMliitjr, who feared 
that travel would be lesaeoed by stories 
of the little war. There lano rsaaoc why 
this should be the case, howaiver, aa the 
Bcene of the revolution ia remote from all 
railroad lines. 

•Tiio revolution is aow praotlcalW 
wiped out, and it is nrcAiaUe that little 
more will be heart of it. The men are 
undoubtedly religious fanatics or they 
would not have attempted war under 
ruch uneven condltioiiti, but they have 
fought bravely and 'well with the fierce- 
nees of despair, and have caused Mexico 
no little coucom despite the numeroua 
sweeping deitials of that govern*

Dec. 29.— There is prob- 
ably no mori- interesting place in the 
treasury depaxtmont to sightseers than 
the immense vaults in the treasurer's 
oflloe, where so mudi gold, silver and 
United States securities are 8t<>re<l. The 
recent immense travel eastward fn )m the 
world's fair, in addition to the ordinaiy 
number of sightseers, has taixed the ca- 
pacity of the treasury guides to the ut- 
most. The most frequent question asked 
of these guides is the amount of money 
stored in the vaults. For a ready answer 
to theae questions the office has prepared 
a brief printed statement showing the 
amount and description of theoonteats of 
each of the eight vaults. Theae are kept 
by many of the tourfsti aa aoBTCBifB of 
th^ trip to Waahington. 

The figures preaenied show that thare 
are atored in the vaults a total of $tit,- 
1M,000, tha part conststingof coin w«i|^ 
ing about 5,000 toos. The folkrarlng are 
the amounts and deacrii^iim M naoney in 
the eight vaults: Standard silver dollars, 
$149,^,000; gold coin, $11,500,000; frac- 
tional ailTer. $888,000; national bank 
notes received fbr redemption, $8,500,000; 
mixed mantgra reodved daily for redemp-

C. A. King &. Co., of Toledo, 0., re- 
ceived replies from 3,384 grain men and 
millers in Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michi- 
gan, Kansas and Missouri, wliich raise 
two-thirds the entire wheat crop. Each 
State reportH a smaller acreage than last 
year. Michigan has nearly one fourth 
less, and Missouri one-fiftti, these showing 
the greatest decrease. The crop goes in- 
to the wiiit<T in goo<l condition. Home 
sections say it was a little dry for the 
latesowing. Six hundred and thirty-five 
report the prospect excellent, 1,239 good, 
1,214 fair, 383 poor and only 75 say it has 
a very poor start. 

The report show that abont three- 
eights Ol the 1893 wheat crop, which was 
a short one, still remains in farmers', 
dealerb' and interior millwa' hands in 
the six States. 

Half of the reports say the reserves are 
abont the same as a year ago. Ohio has 
a trifle more, Indiana and Michigan fully 
as much. Illinois a trifle less, while 
Kansas and Missouri have somewhat less. 
Kansas and Missouri have only enough 
to supply the lo<!al mills until next har- 
vest, Michigan and Illinois will grind 
most of their surplus, hut Ohio and Indi- 
ana have a surplus for sliipinont. 

Less than a cjuarter ot the clover seed 
crop remains unmnrketed. Most of the 
Hi'ction.s which report fair stodcs sajit 
will be needed at home.
